Clark’s Harbor, N. S., Nov. 21.—The 
Norwegian steam er Turbin, with her 
captain and crew of about sixteen men, 
Is thought to have foundered in a ter­ 
rific gale which swept over Nova Sco­ 
tia last Friday. 
The coasting steam er 
Edna It, which arrived here during the 
day from Mud island, brought news 
that on Friday about 5 p. rn. a largo 
steam er supposed 
to be the Turbin 
struck Black Rock ledge off the south 
coast of the province, backed off in a 
few minutes and then disappeared in 
the raging sea. 
Persons on the island 
who saw 
the steam er strike 
oiwihe 
ledge 
were a considerable 
distance 
away, and owing to the tremendous 
sea running it was impossible to launch 
a boat. 
No person could be discerned aboard 
the craft and so quickly did the steam ­ 
er go down that no opportunity was 
given the crew to fight for their lives. 
No boat could have lived an instant in 
the sea that was running. 
While the 
craft hung on the rocks, the seas made 
a clean breach over her. 
Suddenly a 
giant comber lifted her from her nest­ 
ing place and the next instant she took 
tho fatal 
plunge, carrying, 
it is be­ 
lieved. all on board down with her. 
The people of the 
island have no 
means 
of 
communicating 
with 
the 
mainland until a steam er calls there, 
or the weather is sufficiently moderate 
to permit 
them to launch 
their own 
boats, and in consequence of their iso­ 
lated position 
the first news 
of the 
wreck has only just reached here. 
The Turbin wa* bound from Sydney 
with a cargo of coal for Yarmouth. She 
was in command of Captain Knudson 
and had a crew of sixteen or eighteen,

Federation of Labor Grants Charter to 
Steamfitters’ Union. 
Pittsburg, Nov. 21.— After a wordy 
battle lasting five hours on the door 
of tile 
convention 
of the 
American 
Federation of l abor, the International 
Association of Steamfitters, composed 
of m em bers of that trade exclusively, 
was practically voted a charter by the 
federation independent of the plumb­ 
ers’ union, 
which for the 
past three 
years has fought bitterly every effort 
to ibis end. 
The vote was nearly two 
to one in favor of granting the charter, 
and 
while it 
merely approved 
the 
recommendation of the committee on 
resolutions that the executive council 
issue a charter to this organization, it 
is believed 
the council will 
not go 
against the opinion of the convention 
as a whole. 
The difficulties arose some years ago 
between the steam fitters’ trade and the 
plum bers’ trade. 
The former were in 
the majority, but they had to work un­ 
der th*1 plumbers’ union, and were used 
as a main backbone to the plumbers' 
body. 
The steamfitters finally with­ 
drew from tile 
plum bers’ union and 
formed a national body and appealed 
to the federation for a charter. 
The 
annual conventions at San Francisco 
and Chicago both refused to grant the 
charter. 
Another jurisdiction fight was set­ 
tled during the day when the car paint­ 
ers were ordered to join the painters, 
paperhangers and decorators.

Declare Autonomy Is Necessary to Pre­ 
serve Peace in Poland. 
St. Petersburg, Nov. 
21.—T he dele­ 
gation of twenty-four prominent Poles, 
compri ing representatives of all the 
princit a1 parties in Poland, except the 
socialists, and also including members 
of the embolic, Evangelical and He­ 
brew churches, which came to St. Pe- 
t. rsb'iru to ] 'cad the cause of Poland, 
to make known the 
attitude of that 
country toward the government, and 
lo oui dm the demands which ought to 
he immediately granted in order to re­ 
store tranquility, issued a manifesto 
fairing the day to the Russian people 
reviewing the sad history of Poland iii 
the past century, 
declaring that the 
Poles have no thought of separation or 
of independence, and asking the sup­ 
port of ail parties in Russia. 
The manifesto firmly declares that 
the normal and peaceful existence of 
Poland will only bo made possible by 
Cie graining of autonomy, permission 
to 
use 
the Polish 
language in 
the 
schools aud in the courts, and by the 
local administration and the entrust­ 
ing of the J oles with the government 
of the kingdom. 
It is insisted that the 
country is not in a state of revolution.

Moscow, Nov. 21.—The zemstvo con­ 
vention during the day 
devoted two 
long sessions to a discussion of the at­ 
titude it should adopt toward the new 
government, without coming to a de­ 
cision. 
The 
debate indicated 
quite 
clearly, however, the existence of two 
apparently irreconcilable 
parties as 
well as the lines on which the division 
ultimately will be 
made, though the 
relative strength of the parties was not 
s h o w n . 
A score of orators participated in the 
debate and they were about evenly di­ 
vided between the advocates of the im­ 
mediate convocation of a constituent 
assembly and those who are urging 
co-operation with the new government 
so as to save 
the country 
from an­ 
archy if not a complete revolution. No 
set resolution was 
proposed, but the 
discussion 
took 
the 
widest 
range. 
Prom inent among the speakers for the 
conservative party were M. Krossoff- 
skv of Samara. Prince Engene Troubet- 
skoy, M. Nemivorski, mayor of Sara- 
toff, and Count Heyden, president of 
the congress. 
These men, with Dimi­ 
tri ShipoJT, M. Guichkoff, M. Struve, M. 
Stakovich and M. Rodieheff, will form 
the nucleus around which will rally 
he members of the “ party of law and 
order,” the peace party and others who 
are in favor of corning to the support 
of Count Witte, if sufficient guarantees 
be given for the— frrtifillment of the 
liberties promised. 
The speakers who 
opposed the giving of any support to 
Count. W itte’s government were less 
w'dl known, hut they made up in bit­ 
terness what they lacked in prestige 
M. Robert! of Tver, who for years 
has been 
prominent in the 
struggle 
against the government, led a com 
promise party, declaring it would be 
needless haste to throw themselves in­ 
to the arms of Count Witte, which, he 
added, were “none too clean,” but he 
would lie willing to co-operate wiih the 
government if Count W itte would con­ 
sent to a severe investigation of the 
acts of authorities accused of instigat­ 
ing outrages by the “ Black Hundred,” 
by a commission composed equally of 
representatives of the administration 
lad the zemstvoists. 
M. Popoff, a delegate 
from far off 
Irkutsk, Eastern Siberia, wound up the 
fA bate with a fiery speech in which he 
declared it was their duty to lay down 
ultimatums and not to speak of m ak­ 
ing term s with the government, but to 
demand amnesty and a constituent as­ 
sembly.
